ELIMINATION. 
ARRY W. SMITH, whose address is the 
Texas Hotel, Fort Worth, Texas, says he is 

ready to undertake a program for the elimina- 

tion of least desirable Thoroughbreds, looking 
to turn them into profit, if the breeders of Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Virginia, Maryland, Pennsyl- 
vania, and New York are agreeable to financing 
his project. In his letter to the editor of 

THE BLoop-HorRsE under date of December 8, Mr. 

Smith says: 

“T note in your last issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
your publicity on the elimination of cheap or 
ordinary mares, to which should also be added 
bad horses. I am now ready to undertake this 
job, and I shail give you my idea of this thing 
just briefly. I have in mind a ranch in Texas, 
perfectly good grazing land, with plenty of 
water, and, also from a geological standpoint, it 
is located very well for the possibilities of oil. 
Now, if the breeders, or 2 group of men in Ken- 
tucky interested in this project, should buy this 
ranch, in all probability we could sell a five-year 
oil and gas lease, or part of the royalty, on this 
land and receive the major part of the first cost 
of this ranch in return, and the rentals from the 
same oil and gas lease, in a due course of time, 
would make this ranch cost absoiutely nothing 
except the out.ay of the money. 


“T propose to take this job and the management 
of this ranch for nothing except my expenses 
until it is on a paying basis, then I am to receive 
one third of the profit thereof. I propose to 
brand the mares as they leave the breeders’ 
farms in Kentucky or Virginia, or wherever they 
may be. The get from the branded mares will 
be handled and Lroken just the same as any other 
horses are for polo ponies. If they do not suc- 
ceed as polo ponies, some will be tried for 
jumpers, some will be broken for menage acts 
to be sold for circuses, others will be broken for 
twelve horse acts. Others will be sold to the 
U. S. Government for cavalry horses, while still 
others will be sold to the Mexican Government, 
the biggest purchasers of cavalry horses and 
small mares in general of anyone I know. 

“Some mares will be bred to jacks to make 
small pack mules for mining companies in 
Mexico. 

“Texas is the most ideal spot on earth for this 
sort of thing, as the government buyers come 
here to buy for both governments. Texans know 


more about making polo ponies than is known 
anywhere in the world. 

“The weather is ideal for breeding, and from a 
geological standpoint this ranch will be situated 
just right for the possibilities of oil. I have the 
cooperation of some of the greatest geologists in 


America to locate this ranch for me, which in 
the long run, will cost the breeders practically 
nothing. 

“This proposition would mean I would have 
to give up everything that I have contemplated 
doing in the future, as this is a ilfetime job for 
anyone who undertakes it, but I can tell you 
now with the elimination of the undesirable 
mares and bad race horses, both studs and 
geldings, Kentucky and Virginia breeders will be 
paid real prices for their horses in the future. 
Also those who race horses will do much better 
than in the past, as the strings will not be so 
large for the trainers, since they will be able to 
do much greater work with their horses where 
they do not have so many to look after. 

“I am ready to start to work on this im- 
mediately. I can produce the ranch with geo- 
logical maps of same, and also report as to the 
soil and water conditions upon very short notice. 
I also can go to see the breeders in Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Virginia, Maryland, Pennsylvania and 
New York and try to get their cooperation in 
putting this deal over. 

“Mind you, this is just a small idea of what can 
be done and there are many other suggestions 
to come from breeders that would surely help 
to make this thing a real big success. 

“I do not quite agree with Col. Phil Chinn on 
using Utah as a distributing point for mares of 
this sort, as it is not centrally located for the 
buyers of polo ponies, saddle horses, cavalry 
horses, circus horses, plantation horses, pack 
horses, cow horses, jumping horses, high school 
horses, artillery horses and general all-purpose 
horses. 

“Texas is located better for all of these classes 
of horses in general than any place on earth. 
There is not a big horse ranch located in Texas 
any more, properly run, to get the best results 
therefrom. 

“If my proposition sounds like real business 
to the breeders, I would like them to write me 
directly upon the subject, so that work upon the 
project can be started right away. Some finan- 
cing for my preliminary expenses will have to 
be arranged, but this can be taken care of by 
some of the wealthier and more interested owners 
and breeders.” 


ANOTHER BREEDER DIES. 

HE death, at Louisville, December 12, of 

Thomas M. Murphy removes another suc- 
cessful, well-known and_ generally well-liked 
business man and breeder of Thoroughbred 
horses. Mr. Murphy was the master of Golden 
Maxim Place, at St. Matthews, a short way west 
of Louisville, and his was the largest establish- 
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ment devoted to the production of Thoroughbreds 
in Jefferson County. Annually he raced some 
of the horses he produced, and was a frequent 
visitor to the courses in the East, Middle West 
and South. He was a very charitable man and 
there will be many to say for him “may his soul 
rest in peace.” 


SKY WRITING? 

NE of our readers in California sends cuttings 

from The San Dieyo Union, and The Evening 
Tribune (San Diego), of December 5, in which 
are elaborate accounts of the “dedication exer- 
cises” at the Agua Caliente racetrack now being 
completed, with pictures of some of the officers 
of the company. 

A marginal note from our reader says: “The 
‘boy scouts’ writing this ‘heavy’ do not seem to 
care a whoop about a few hundred thousands, or 
how much grander it is than Belmont and Sara- 
toga.” 

The San Dieyo Union’s writer designates it as 
“the new $2,000,000 Agua Caliente Jockey Club 
racetrack.”’ One of The Evening Tribune’s writers 
raises this a mere quarter-million when he refers to 
“Agua Caliente’s $2,250,000 racing plant,” but the 
fellow who wrote the caption for the pictures of 
the “Moguls” on the same page sliced out a mil- 
lion and made the value $1,250,000. 

Then Joe Hernandez took his typewriter in 
hand to say in The Evening Tribune: ‘What 
once was a desolate mesa, where solitude reigned 
supreme, yesterday was given to the racing 
Thoroughbreds as the finest course west of Bel- 
mont Park.” 

Joe then describes the “christening’’ of the 
course, which consisted of the clipping of a rib- 
bon by little Letty Bowman, daughter of Wirt 
G. Bowman, one of the owners of the plant, and 
the galloping through of a field of the Thorough- 
breds in training there. Near the conclusion of 
his story, Joe informs his readers that “about 
3500 persons will be taken care of in the grand- 
stand, with some 300 able to be seated atop the 
roof.” 

In his broad jump from Belmont Park to Agua 
Caliente, Joe overlooked the existance of a few 
grandstands like those at Bowie, seating capaci- 
ty 14,500; Hawthorne, 8,000; Lincoln Fields, 
10,000; Washington Park, 12,000; Arlington Park, 
18,000, Churchill Downs, 15,000; Latonia, 7,500; 
New Orleans Fair Grounds, 12,500, and Omaha, 
10,000. 

Since our reader has referred to the San Diego 
writers as “boy scouts,” we can attribute the 
inconsistencies to youth and enthusiasm, but it 
would be well if Harry Pollok did a little educa- 
tional work in their ranks, stressing the virtues 
of plain writing, based on full facts and truth. 
It pays best in the long run. 


STARTING CONTRIVANCE. 
EEMS that great minds have been running 
in the same channel. Hy Schneider has the 
following to say in his column, ‘“‘New York Turf 
Briefs,” in Vhe Morning Telegraph: “John 
Whalen also is distinguished as an inventor. Ever 
favoring the old Mars Cassidy moving start, 
Whalen contrived a ‘walking gate’ of marked 
merit. The Whalen machine, according to those 
who have inspected the model, would provide all- 
walk-up or all-moving starts, the motorized 
machine and webbing moving along in front of 
the horses until the proper time for the starter to 
pull the switch. The rails on either side of the 
course provide the tramway for the machine.” 

J. O. Keene, two or three years ago, at Race- 
land, outlined a similar idea to Willigm Dondas, 
who produced a working model, very like that 
described in the foregoing item. Horsemen who 
saw the Dondas model from the Keene idea gave 
approval to the contrivance. Might be of great 
benefit to the Turf if these inventors could get 
together on the production of a machine com- 
bining the best features of both. 


UNIFORM STAKES CLOSING. 
T has been well said by Daily Runniny Horse 
(New York) that ‘dates for closing stakes by 
various associations should be grouped together 
in order to provide greater convenience to horse- 
men and breeders,” and the same paper com- 
ments further: “Such a method should result in 
fewer oversights in making nominations for 
stakes.” 

To get the various interests controlling the 
tracks in the United States to adopt uniform 
dates for the closing of stakes will be, we im- 
agine, about as difficult as it would be to have 
the racing officials meet in a conference, such as 
was suggested by THE BLOooD-HORSE for. a date 
in November at Baltimore. 


LAW HOLDS. 
sé OG GONE!” That was The Cincinnati En- 
quirer’s headline over the story from 


vwashington announcing that the Supreme Court 
of the United States has upheld the Louisiana 
law forbidding racing of animals on courses of 
less than one mile. This law not alone renders 
inadequate present dog tracks, but it puts an end 
to the talk of building a half-mile track for 
horses near New Orleans. If dog racing is re- 
vived, it will be necessary that it be done over 
mile courses, which isn’t, of course, impossible, 
but it is considered to be improbable. Mean- 
while we have heard a wag comment that “dog” 
racing isn’t completely put out in Louisiana, 
since there is a sufficiency of it at the horse 
tracks.

R. JAMES B. LOCHERTY, 607 Fifth Avenue, 

New York City, chooses Beautiful Lady, by 
Fair Play, as his nomination for the Reigh Count 
mating contest, which is to be concluded Febru- 
ary 1.

“The most important requisite in breeding is 
to obtain such strains that when combined, pro- 
duce the highest type of Thoroughbred.

For there are 
many examples such as Mahubah, the dam of 
Man o’ War, and in trotting circles, Electioneer 
by Rysdyk’s Hambletonian, neither of which dis- 
tinguished themselves on the Turf.

“Is it not reasonable to suppose that Mileage’s 
daughter, Beautiful Lady, having produced such 
a sterling performer as Sun Beau, might even 
foal a still better one when mated to Reigh 
Count with his infusion of St. Frusquin blood on 
both sides?”

FAIR PLAY DROPS DEAD 


AIR PLAY, chestnut horse, 1905, by Hastings 

—*Fairy Gold, by Bend Or, property of 
Joseph E. Widener, dropped dead in his paddock 
at Elmendorf Farm, Monday morning, Decem- 
ber 16, at 11 o’clock. Manager George Terry 
said “he galloped up to the barn, knelt down 
and keeled over.” 

Fair Play was bred by the late Major August 
Belmont and became the property of Mr. Widener 
at the Nursery Stud dispersal sale on the farm 
now occupied by Greenwich Stud, near Lexing- 
ton, May 15, 1925, for $100,000, Walter J. Sal- 
mon, of Mereworth Stud, having been the con- 
tending bidder. 

Fair Play was stakes winner of 10 races and 
$86,940, his successes including the Flash, Mon- 
tauk, Coney Island, Jockey Club, Lawrence Re- 
alization Stakes, Brooklyn Derby, First Special, 
Municipal, and Jerome Handicaps. He was the 
sire of many high class horses, including Man o’ 
War, My Play, Playfellow, Mad Hatter, Mad 
Play, Stromboli, Ladkin, Bracadale, Fair Gain, 
For Fair, Sporting Blood, Chatterton, Chance 
Shot, Chance Play, Blind Play, Mere Play, Lucky 
Play, Messenger, Dunlin, Swope, Catalan, Os- 
prey, Display, Claptrap, Fairfield, Fair Ball, 
Sands of Pleasure, Lillian Shaw, Flare, Hanovia, 
etc. 

Fair Play’s po are the aams of Fair 
Star, Sun Beau, Goose Egg, Clearance, Cheops, 
Dazzler, Clarifier, Captain Guard, Short Price, 
Play Ball, Thistle Ann, Peto, Black Diamond, 
Kopeck, Saratoga Maje, Agincourt, The Spare, 
Hi-Jack, Miss Jennie, Butter John, and numer- 
ous other winners. 

Mr. Widener recently received at Elmendorf 
Farm a bronze statue of Fair Play, done from 
life by a celebrated sculptor, and it is likely that 
this work of art will mark the burial place of 
the famous progenitor of the line of *Australian.

JURDEN BUYS ALMADEL. 

ALPH L. JURDEN, of Kansas City, Mo., 

came to Lexington the past week and bought 

from Major Louie A. Beard, manager of the H. 
P. Whitney Farm, the 7-year-old chestnut horse, 
Almadel, py Supremus, out of Busy Lass, by 
*Meddler, and will put him at the head of his 
stud. ‘he purchase was made upon the recom- 
mendation of Jack Middleton, to whom Mr. 
vurden had entrusted the selection of a well-bred 
young horse suitable to mate with the majority 
of his mares, of which there now are 16. 

Almadel won the Phoenix Hotel Handicap, was 
second in the Breeders’ Futurity and Ohio State 
Derby, and third in the Preakness. He won by 
6 lengths a race at 1 mile and 70 yards in 1:44 
1-5. He is a horse of splendid size and good con- 
formation, and has a fine appearance. He comes 
trom the Ballet branch of the Maria West family, 
which has yet to send forth a truly great sire, 
but from which have come some very brilliant 
racehorses. This year Bud Lerner, a member of 
this family, is luminous as a sire of 2-year-olds. 

Busy Lass, dam of Almadel, also produced the 
stakes winners Menlo Park and The Archer, and 
the winners Korfhage, Chatterbox (in South 
America), Battle Abbey, Uncle White, Busy Bird, 
and Midwestern, and Bob’s Olga, dam of the win- 
ner May’s Bob. The second dam, Elusive, was 
half-sister to the frequent stakes winner Juggler.

R. J. Lovell, 66-78 Duke Street, Toronto, 2, On- 
tario, Canada, is the owner of *Gauntiey, chest- 
nut horse, 1918, by Swynford, out of St. Begoe 
(sold as a yearling for $12,000, winner and pro- 
ducer, and grandam of Mr. Jinks) by St. Frus- 
quin, she out of Alicia, by Bend Or, and he would 
be agreeable to leasing him to a responsible per- 
son or persons on very easy terms.

Sons of 
Swynford are showing up well as sires. Bland- 
ford (sire of Trigo and Athford) is a son of 
Swynford.

monora, one of fastest horses in England, at 
three and found to be within 7 or 8 pounds as 
good as he; came out in a stakes race at New- 
bury and ran Franklin a close second, with 8 
pounds in favor of the winnner; was much 
shaken due to the extremely hard going, and 
before he had recovered was started tavorite for 
the Prince of Wales Stakes, in which he finish- 
ed a game second after having broken down.

DEATH OF T. M. MURPHY. 
TRICKEN in his home, 211 Brown Lane, 
Louisville, Ky., December 10, with an ailment 
of the heart, Thomas M. Murphy, 63, native of 
Henryville, Indiana, and for 40 years prominently 
and successfully identified with the business life 
of Louisville and Jefferson County, died Decem- 
ber 12 at St. Joseph’s Infirmary. Mr. Murphy 
was the owner of Golden Maxim Place, near 
St. Matthews, Ky., a short way out of Louisville, 
which he established as a nursery for Thorough- 
bred horses after he had disposed of Waldeck, 
the former Middleton & Jungbluth farm, to C. 
Bruce Head. He had good success with Golden 
Maxim as a sire, and after him came Theo. Cook 
to be the sire in use, and next For Fair, now the 
premier stallion there. Mr. Murphy kept some 
30 mares and it was his custom to race or sell 
the produce, as occasion required. 

He was an excellent business man and was 
identified with several enterprises during the 
course of his residence at Louisville. Prior to the 
advent of the automobile, he was a dealer in 
horses and mules for general purposes. His 
latest enterprise of magnitude was a_ bakery, 
which he recently sold for a large sum. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Eva Murphy; 
a daughter, Mrs. Clayton Moore, of Louisville; 
two grandchildren; a sister, Sister Ignatia, of the 
order of the Sisters of Mercy, and a brother, 
Joseph Murphy, of Los Angeles. 

What disposition will be made of the farm and 
the horses has not been announced. 


COLONEL BRADLEY DEPARTS. 

Col. E. R. Bradley, after a month at his Idle 
Hour Farm, departed for New Orleans December 
16. He will concern himself with affairs of the 
Louisiana Jockey Club until after the opening 
at the Fair Grounds on January 1, when he will 
go to Palm Beach for the remainder of the 
winter. Colonel Bradley celebrated another anni- 
versary of his birth on December 12 by spending 
a goodly portion of the day horseback riding over 
Idle Hour Farm accompanied by his niece, Miss 
Peggy B. Bailey.

HE JOCKEY CLUB STEWARDS, at a meet- 
ing December 11, discussed an amendment 


to the rules under which duplication of the name 
of any horse would not be permitted until 15 
years after leaving the race course or the breed- 
ing paddock, as the case may be. The present 
section B. of rule 67 reads: “No name that has 
been used during the previous ten years, either 
in the stud or on the Turf, shall be duplicated.” 
Action was deferred. 

One steward is credited with the comment: “It 
would seem that there are sufficient names in 
Webster’s dictionary to prevent duplication.” 
Also there is the practice of coining names by 
combining parts of the names of sire and dam, 
and a number of other devices to keep one from 
resorting to the dictionary, or practicing dupli- 
cation.

KARRICK WITH SANFORD. 


William Karrick has been engaged as trainer 
for the Sanford Stud Farms, of which Hollie 
Hughes is manager, and now is at Amsterdam 
in charge of the 35 horses which are to be pre- 
pared for racing in 1930.

RACING IN WEST CANADA IS IDEAL

UR Lady of the Snows is once again wearing 

her ermine mantle of winter, and the beauti- 
ful race courses at Winnipeg and Calgary sound 
no more to the heart-throbbing music of speed- 
ing Thoroughbreds, but in many a home and 
stable there lingers the memory of sunny after- 
noons when vast crowds swayed in ecstacy and 
their voices sounded like a forest gale. 

If the English take their pleasures sadly, not 
so their brother Canadians, who take their rac- 
ing, at least, on a note of joyous abandon. Since 
the birth of the Prairie Thoroughbred Breeders 
and Racing Association the sport has steadily 
grown in power and influence. Wherever you 
fimd a Britisher, in name or tradition, you find 
a lover of Thoroughbreds. Canadians were but 
waiting a chence to express their inherent love 
of racing. Under the proper control success was 
assured, and such control is manifest today; that 
it has the confidence of the public as well as the 
horsemen is evidenced by the wholesome enthu- 
siasm of the thousands of spectators who daily 
flocked to the well ordered parks. Sport is the 
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key-note of these meetings, love of horses, not 
as racing machines, but as individuals is the 
ruling passion. Thousands of people visited the 
stables on an “off-day”’ and it was sometime a 
bit of a problem how to control their ardent at- 
tentions to the horses. 

That these meetings have nursed and devel- 
oped much latent passion for horses, is seen by 
the large number of riding, polo and hunt clubs 
which have been firmly established in nearly 
every city. They are weaning the youth of the 
country from the dusty highway to the seques- 
tered by-paths and leafy trails of the surround- 
ing country. The Thoroughbred has, in fact, 
been our solution from the threatening preval- 
ency of motor-madness. During the _ season, 
tired business men have found rejuvenation in a 
few hours at the races each day; jaded farmers 
have discovered the fables’ glamor of life in the 
lure of flying hoofs. Our racing has taught peo- 
ple how io play, brought them together in a 
happy broiierhood of sportsmanship. Not only 
has it fanned to flame many a half-dead cinder 
of life, but racing, as we know it, has made won- 
derful contributions to agriculture, in scattering 
Throughbred stallions throughout the country, 
where their usefulness in producing, from plebian 
native mares, a type of horse capable of bring- 
ing pleasure and profit, has been illuminating, 
demonstrating in a truly remarkable manner, 
the fruitful possibilities of the Thoroughbred in- 
fluence. 

Few fine things which are enduring are easily 
attained, and it was no easy task to arrive at 
this felicitoys stage at which we find ourselves 
today. There was many a stiff hill to climb, 
many a fierce prejudice to slay, and many a 
lethargic obstacle to overcome in the building up, 
step by step, of an organized sport that is now 
solid as our national character, as clean and re- 
freshing as the winds that sweep our prairie 
lands. 

We were fortunate, too, in having as a leader, 
one who proved himself an idealist as well as a 
fighter; an aggressive business man, he was, yet 
a dreamer of dreams, prescient of the beneficial 
influence which racing of the proper kind could 
bring. The same courage and clarity of mind 
which he brought to bear in the battles of the 
Western cattle industry, he addressed to the re- 
modelling of racing; it was a labor of love and 
he inspired an esprit de corps that was irrisist- 
able. Thus is racing in Western Canada not 
gauged in the light of a business success so much 
as a triumph of sport for its own sake. 

This week I am in receipt of nomination blanks 
for two Futurities to be run at Winnipeg. Both 
are for “Two Thousand added.”’ These will be 
in addition to the usual four feature handicaps, 
each of twenty-five hundred added value, raced 
for each season at the Winnipeg courses. Last 
year at this center alone, $170,000.00 was con- 
tested for, half of which was won by Canadian 
owned horses. Proof enough of the growing pop- 
ularity of the sport. 


CANAAN TO RACE. 

Leo J. Marks has decided to keep Canaan in 
training for another season, but he has not made 
up his mind whether to retire Misstep entirely, 
or mate him with a few mares and race him 
again next year, or whether to keep him in 
training altogether another season. But it has 
been definitely decided that he is not going to 
Agua Caliente. 
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FESTA 


INCE some of our breeders have been far- 

sighted enough to save Dark Ronald’s blood 
by importing sires like Traumer and Axenstein 
from Germany into this country, it may be quite 
appropriate to say a few words about Germany’s 
most successful broodmare, Festa. 

If we study the history of the Thoroughbred 
we find many names of great broodmares. We 
find Pocahontas, the dam of Stockwell, King 
Tom, Rataplan and other excellent horses. We 
find Paradigm, whose ten offspring, half a cen- 
tury ago, won a fortune in stakes. There is 
Mowerina, the mother of Donovan, Raeburn and 
Semolina. Another famous mare was Perdita, 
who foaled three classic winners—Florizel, Per- 
simmon and Diamond Jubilee. Morganette pro- 
duced two Derby winners—-Galtee More and Ard 
Patrick. More recent history gives the names 
of Galicia, dam of Bayardo and Lemberg; Nephte 
with her two sons Nuage and Nimbus. Germany 
added Danubia, the dam of Danilo, Dolomit, 
Csardas, Nubier and Wiener Madel. Of all these 
only one, Galicia, was able to beat, by a small 
sum, the winning record of Festa’s descendants. 
Festa heads the list of the world’s successful 
broodmares, having produced one great horse 
after another in five successive years. 

Festa’s own racing career was anything but 
brilliant. She raced almost uninterruptedly as a 
2, 3 and 4-year-old. She started in 22 races, 
winning a 6-furlong plate at Brighton in Eng- 
land and the Wilton Welter Handicap at Man- 
chester over a distance of 5 furlongs, beating 9 
opponents. These two only victories won for her 
owner £237. Such were her achievements on the 
Turf. We have to study Festa’s ancestry, if we 
want to understand her success at the stud. 

Festa was the daughter of St. Simon and 
L’Abbesse de Jouarre, the latter, a winner of the 
Epsom Oaks, Manchester Cup and Princess of 
Wales Handicap and second in the Ascot Gold 
Vase, was, undoubtedly, the best mare of that 
year. L’Abbesse de Jouarre was put to the stud 
as 6 years old and her first produce, Festa, was 
foaled in 1893, the same year in which St. Simon 
produced his best offspring, Persimmon and St. 
Frusquin. If Festa’s racing capacity proved so 
much below that of her great parents, we must 
conclude that the remarkable qualities of both 
St. Simon and L’Abbesse de Jouarre remained 
latent in her, to be later transmitted to her 
descendants. Festa was a small mare and an 
unfortunate wrenching of her fore foot seemed 
to make her training almost impossible. Her 
value as a broodmare lay entirely in the heredi- 
tary qualities which the germplasm transmitted 
to her from such individuals as St. Simon and 
L’Abbesse de Jouarre. 

Put into Lord Dunravon’s stud in 1897, Festa 
produced in 1899 a colt by Winkfield, in 1900 a 
colt by Carbine, Salute, with whom she started 
her reputation as a broodmare. Salute was gelded 
early and won ten races out of 58 starts in Eng- 
land, winning a total of £2,833. He eventually 
ended his racing career with steeplechases and 
hurdle races in France and Germany. Festa’s 
second foal, a filly by Ayrshire, ran in England, 
placing only twice in average company. Mean- 
while Festa’s own brother, Desmond, had been 
retired by his breeder, Lord Dunravon, who de- 
cided to reduce the number of his broodmares to 
suit the blood of his new stallion. Naturally, 
the first to be discarded was Desmond's full 


sister, Festa. She was small, not much in ap- 
pearance and, although well bred, her owner did 
not believe he would lose much by sacrificing her. 
Offered at the Newmarket sales in December 
1901, she would have hardly found a bidder, if 
Dr. von Weinberg, owner of the Waldfried breed- 
ing farm, had not noticed her. Festa was sold 
to the German breeder for 1000 guineas, while 
her filly foal by Ayrshire remained in England. 
Her new German owners did not realize at that 
time that Festa would become the foundation of 
their breeding establishment. The story of 
Festa’s breeding career is quite simple. 


She produced in 1902 a black, brown colt by 
Ayrshire, FESTINO; in 1903 a brown colt by 
Hannibal, FELS; in 1904 a chestnut filly by Han- 
nibal, FABULA; in 1905 a chestnut colt by Sara- 
band, FAUST and in 1906 a dark brown colt by 
Galtee More, FERVOR. After this she remained 
barren in spite of repeated attempts to breed 
from her. If we tried to describe the racing 
careers and the successes at the stud of Festa’s 
children and grand-children, it would lead us 
into too vast a field for the scope of this article. 
We must content ourselves with a summary. 

FESTINO, the son of Ayrshire, imported in 
utero, was a splendid horse in appearance. Com- 
paratively of light build, he impressed every ob- 
server by his nobility. In temperament he was 
slightly excitable. As a 2-year-old he had been 
ill-used while in training and this made him sus- 
picious of the whip for the rest of his life, a 
timidity which cost him more than one race. His 
racing career was, nevertheless, brilliant and he 
won a total of 308,975 marks, a sum hitherto 
never attained by any Thoroughbred in Ger- 
many. He started in 31 races, winning 18. But

Joliet, Illinois. 
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his successes were soon to be overshadowed by 
those of a better horse: Fels. 


As a yearling, standing in Festa’s box, Fels 
attracted the attention of Count Georg Lehn- 
dorff, on account of his enormously strong and 
large conformation. ‘‘Hannibal has produced a 
masterpiece,” the experienced stud master is 
quoted to have said, looking at Fels. Fels com- 
bined both strength and harmony of lines. He 
was as much at home on a hard track as on a 
track deep with mud. He won the German 
Derby in 1906. The total of his winnings 
amounted to 417,310 marks earned in 18 vic- 
tories out of 20 starts. He was placed second 
twice. 

FABULA, another product of Hannibal, did 
not resemble her full brother, Fels. She was of 
dark color and of medium size. While not as 
famous as her brothers, she was able to beat two 
good French horses like La Serqueuse and Sans 
Souci II several lengths in the Zukunfts Rennen 
at Baden (1906). She ran in 16 races, of which 
she won 11, placing 4 times. Her total earnings 
amounted to 212,075 marks, a very good sum 
for a German mare at that time. 

FAUST, Festa’s third German son, was the 
result of a chance mating, one might say. The 
Messrs. Weinberg tried to book Festa for Ard 


Patrick, but she was rejected as not suitable for 
that great stallion. She was subsequently sent 
to the aged Saraband, by whom she produced a 
chestnut colt, FAUST. 


Not as large and heavy as Fels, Faust was a 
horse of great speed. He was unbeaten as a 3- 
year-old and won 216,300 marks in one year 
(1908). He met his first defeat in the Jubilaums- 
preis the next year carrying 66 kilos (14614 lbs.) 
and asked to concede 38 pounds to his 3-year- 
old opponent. This was his last race. An ap- 
parently slight injury, soon afterwards, caused 
his death and a serious loss to German breeding. 


FERVOR, the son of Galtee More, proved his 
class in spite of an injury to his jaw, sustained 
as a yearling, while romping in a paddock. He 
started not less than 57 times, was victor in 19 
and placed in 30 races. He earned the total of 
‘32,590 marks, until then a sum unheard of in 
German racing. Fervor’s exceptionally strong 
constitution permitted his owners to race him 
until 7 years old. He was finally lamed by a 
kick which wounded his left hind leg during his 
last race and had to be retired. 

To sum up the achievements of Festa’s five 
German offspring, their records show 134 starts, 
of which 75 were won, while second and third 
places were made in most of the rest.
